There ere a few clu es which 
can be u sed to d etermine the 
d ate of the Nativ ity which ere 
fou nd in the Bible, They ere 
fou nd in only two of the Gospels, 
h St, Matthew, we read that 
’’now when Jesu s was bom in 
Bethlehem of Ju d ea, in the d ay s 
of Herod the King, . " 
The significant part of this pas 
sage is the ex pression, “in the 
d ay s of Herod the King. . 
If 
this king can be d ated from con­ 
temporary histories It is possible 
o bracket, so to speak, the birth 
of Jesu s. This cou ld be d one, for 
jy consu lting the book “Antiq­ 
u ities” written by the historian 
osephu s, find that ju st before 
Herod d ied there was a partial 
eclipse of the noon on the night 
of the feast of the Pu rim, and the 
! 3assov er was celebrated the fol- 
owing month. 


THE 
ASTRONOMER can d e­ 
termine this d ate ex actly . 
He arriv es at March 13 , fou r 
_ .C. as the d ate of the eclipse 
and April 12 as the Passov er 
d ate. Assu ming there was the 
trad itional sev en d ay s of mou rn­ 
ing for the d eath of Herod , the 
atest possible d ate for the nativ ­ 
ity is April 5, Fou r B.C. 
Until recent times we hav e not 
had a good hold on the earliest 
d ate which some scholars pu t 
back as far as 11 B.C. Bu t in 
9 23 an ancient 
Roman monu ­ 
ment was u ncov ered in Ankara, 
Tu rkey . When the inscription on 
the monu ment was d eciphered , 
there were fou nd three period s of 
tax ation which took place at the 
u rn of the Christian era. 
In St. Lu ke we read M . . . .

Here we find the tax ation men­ 
tioned in the Bible and also the 
information as to when the tax a­ 
tion took place. Obv iou sly the 
28 B.C. d ate is mu ch too early for 
It came right after the accession 
of Caesar to the ru le of the Ro­ 
man Empire. And 14 A.D. is mu ch 
too late—it came after the d eath 
of Herod . The only d ate which 
fits ou r story is 8 B.C. This mu st 
be the period of tax ation men­ 
tioned In St. Lu ke, 


IN THOSE DAYS of slow com­ 
mu nication and slow transport*» 
tlon It may hav e taken the tax 
collectors or censu s-takers a y ear 
of ev en two y ears to work their 


way eastward , prov ince by prov ­ 
ince, town by town, u ntil finally 
they came to Bethlehem. 
So if 
the 
astronomer 
were 
asked fof the d ate of the Nativ ­ 
ity he wou ld say 7 to 6 B.C. We 
simply cannot pinpoint it any 
closer than that at this time. 
There may be other record s u n­ 
cov ered in the fu tu re which may 
allow the d ate to be d etermined 
accu rately . 
At bost, it can be said that 
Aith the Nativ ity taking place in 
the y ear 7 to 6 B.C. it means 
that this present y ear is 1958 or 
19 59 allowing, of cou rse, for the 
rero y ear in ou r reckoning.
